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Armed gang terrorised 
couple in their bedroom

HAVERHILL men were part of an 
armed gang who stole thousands 
of pounds in cash after bursting 
into a couple’s bedroom and de¬ 
manding money at knifepoint. 

Jasper Canty, 26, Joseph McDon¬ 
ald, 20, Carey Westley, 33, Jodie 
Molloy, 22, and Ben Darville, 25, all 
conspired to rob a couple who had 
been identified by Molloy, of Chief¬ 
tain Way in Cambridge, as having 
money and class A and B drugs in 
their Cottenham home. 

The “shocking” and “terrify¬ 
ing” ordeal took place at 11pm on 
June 26 last year. Canty, of Hewl¬ 
ett Road in Cambridge, McDon¬ 
ald, of Thurlow Place in Haverhill, 
and Darville, of Fallowfield Court 
in Haverhill, forced their way into 
the house and searched it while 
threatening the occupants, while 
Westley, of Dunsey Wood Court in 
Haverhill, waited outside in a red 
VW Polo. 

All five appeared at Cambridge 
Crown Court this week having pre¬ 
viously pleaded guilty to conspira¬ 
cy to rob. 

Prosecuting, Benedict Peers said: 
“Both [the victim and his partner] 
were asleep in the bedroom. They

heard banging and then their door 
flew open. Three men burst into 
the bedroom. They had gained en¬ 
try at the rear of the property and 
had smashed through the doors. 

“One of the men was holding a 
knife. Evidence says this was Canty. 
Demands were made by all three 
men for money. They were asking 
where the money was. They start¬ 
ed to search the room. They even 
searched inside the victim’s shoes. 

“They went to a safe. They were 
given the keys and items were re¬ 
moved, as well as a large quan¬ 
tity of drugs of class A and B. The 
neighbours became aware of the 


noise and photos were taken. Mr 
Westley was seen to drive his car 
up and down the road a number 
of times. Police were called by the 
neighbours.” 

The group then left the property 
having taken £4,070 in cash, as well 
as £8,775 worth of drugs, including 
cannabis, MDMA, ketamine and 
amphetamines. An elderly man in 
the street tried to stop them but 
was unable to and the group left in 
the red Polo. 

A police officer spotted the car 
as the robbers fled through Wilbur- 
ton. He drove in front of them and 
blocked their path. He removed 


the keys from the car’s ignition and 
arrested all the vehicle’s occupants. 

Sentencing, Judge Jonathan 
Cooper said: “Each of you were 
involved in a robbery which was 
intended to be shocking and ter¬ 
rifying to the victims. You threat¬ 
ened the occupants with a knife. 
Jodie Molloy targeted the victims 
and gave specific instructions to 
the robbers. 

“McDonald took a leading role 
in carrying out the robbery and 
assembled the group. Each of you 
knew that weapons were at hand.” 

Molloy, McDonald and Canty 
were sentenced to four years im¬ 


prisonment for their parts in the 
robbery. Darville, who is already 
serving a five year sentence for an 
aggravated burglary in May last 
year, was handed a three year pris¬ 
on sentence which will run con¬ 
secutively to his current sentence. 

Westley, who was deemed to 
have “arrived late” to the con¬ 
spiracy, and who, the court heard, 
did not know weapons were to be 
used, was sentenced to 21 months 
in prison, suspended for two years. 

For his role as a get-away driver, 
he was also disqualified from driv¬ 
ing and was also told to undertake 
200 hours off unpaid work.

Access to police 
‘will be reviewed’ 


HAVERHILL police station’s 
front desk is “highly un¬ 
likely” to be reopened - but 
an alternative access point 
could be set up. 

County Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Pass- 
more said he and the Chief 
Constable, Gareth Wilson, 
had agreed to review the sit¬ 
uation in September. 

He said reopening the po¬ 
lice station front desk was 
‘highly unlikely’, adding: 
“That’s because the demand 
was so low.” 

However, following the 
review, if Mr Passmore and 
the Chief Constable be¬ 
lieve there is demand for a 
face-to-face access point in 
Haverhill, they will explore 
alternative arrangements. 

Mr Passmore said: “We 
are not going to say yes or 
no - we are going to see how 
things progress in the next 
couple of months. 

“We are certainly in the 
position where we are hap¬ 
py to look at alternative ar¬ 
rangements. 

“We could look at some 
other locations in the town 
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where there could be a help 
desk run by volunteers. You 
have got to look at all the op¬ 
tions.” 

He said that if volunteers 
were working at a police 
station they would require 
vetting, and added: “It’s also 
sending a very powerful sig¬ 
nal that we want to work 
with other people in the 
community.” 

He cited other arrange¬ 
ments across Suffolk where 
police worked with other lo¬ 
cal groups, such as at Bran¬ 
don where the library and 
police station occupy the 
same site. 

He said: “What we need to 
do is find a solution that is 
tailor made for Haverhill and 
the surrounding area. We are 
aware of population growth 
down there.” 

The reception desk at 
Haverhill’s police station was 
closed at the start of April 
following a Suffolk Local Po¬ 


licing Review which left only 
three others open across the 
county. 

The police station front 
desks in Suffolk that have 
remained open are in Bury 
St Edmunds, Ipswich and 
Lowestoft. 

At a meeting at Haverhill 
Arts Centre in February, Mr 
Passmore raised the pos¬ 
sibility of “community self- 
help” such as volunteers 
manning the town desk, in 
response to a question about 
it. 

Other changes that were 
rolled out included alter¬ 
ing the role of PCSOs and a 
new inspector for the whole 
Haverhill and Sudbury area, 
Danny Cooper. 

If you need to get in touch 
with police in Haverhill, you 
can use the yellow phone on 
the front of the police sta¬ 
tion, which connects to the 
control room. 

You can also call 101 or 
visit suffolk.police.uk.

We must look to the 
future, says new head 


Reporter Hannah Mirsky 
chatted to Samuel 
Ward Academy's new 
headteacher Kath Just - 
who started the job on 
Monday - about school 
facilities, sixth form 
provision and what "21st 
century learning" might 
involve. 

IN an ideal world, says Kath 
Just, the new principal at 
Haverhill’s Samuel Ward 
Academy, her headship 
would see the school moved 
in to a brand new modern 
building. 

“I think you have got to 
have schools fit for 21st cen¬ 
turylearning, and this school 
was not built for 21st century 
learning,” she said. 

Having taken over as head 
of the academy on Monday, 
she has already got plans to 
create new toilet facilities, 
expand the canteen, and cre¬ 
ate new outdoor play space 
for the students. 

She says if the school could 
find the funding, she would 
like to have a new building 
which was more suitable for 
modern learning, including 
better wi-fi and technology. 

Plans to give the school 
a large piece of land as part 
of the Great Wilsey Park de¬ 
velopment in the north-east 
of the town could help with 
this, she says, as it would 
provide space for new fa¬ 
cilities to be built without 
affecting students’ learning. 

But she adds that there 
are some outstanding facili¬ 
ties at the school, such as the 
sports barn and media lab, 
and that the quality of teach¬ 
ing was not affected by the 
infrastructure. 

When she spoke to the 
News on Tuesday afternoon, 
Ms Just had been spending 
her first two days getting to 
know the school, sitting in 
on lessons where possible. 

She said: “First of all, it’s 
the family community feel, 
with students who are very 
hard working and staff who 
are very committed. Every 
morning there are exam re¬ 
vision classes.”

Andy Prestoe prepares to be¬ 
come head of the new Sybil 
Andrews Academy in Bury 
St Edmunds - will be spend¬ 
ing this half term learning 
about her new school. She 
is planning to have personal 
meetings with all staff and to 
talk to students and parents 
about what they would like 
to see at the school. 

She said: “I am not rush¬ 
ing at what my priorities 
are. A lot of it is maintain¬ 
ing what the school does. 
The enrichment programme 
here, which we will be seek¬ 
ing to build on, gives a ho¬ 
listic approach to education. 
Students here come out as a 
fully rounded person.” 

She is hoping to apply 
for the World Class Schools 
Quality Mark, a form of rec¬ 
ognition for schools already 
rated “Outstanding” by Of- 
sted, but that go above and 
beyond that classification. 

There are currently just 26 
schools across the country 
that have been awarded the 
quality mark. 

Ms Just, who is moving 
to Haverhill from Chiswick 
School in London, says the 
sixth form at Samuel Ward is 


likely to expand in the com¬ 
ing years - particularly as 
Castle Manor Academy is 
winding down its sixth form 
provision, meaning Samuel 
Ward will soon be the only 
place A-level students can 
study within Haverhill. 

She said: “I think it will 
expand. From what I can 
see it will only help us keep 
minority subjects going. It’s 
perhaps giving an opportu¬ 
nity to broaden the offer for 
Haverhill. You can make a 
viable sixth form by having 
those numbers.” 

She wants to make sure 
that when students leave the 
school they are prepared for 
the fast-paced, ever-chang¬ 
ing world they will encoun¬ 
ter. She said that “21st cen¬ 
tury learning” does not just 
mean integrating technol¬ 
ogy in classroom teaching, 
but also educating students 
on how they interact with 
technology. 

“You have got to teach that 
safety, you have got to get 
that safeguarding. I think 
we’ve got to teach students 
that what they read online, 
on social media, isn’t neces¬ 
sarily true.”

MPs working 
for local justice 


MPS are working to ensure 
residents in West Suffolk still 
have access to justice after 
Bury St Edmunds Magis¬ 
trates’ Court closes - which 
could be as soon as next 
month. 

Residents in the west of 
the county were promised 
“alternative arrangements 
for justice” when the court 
closure was announced, but 
what these will be is not yet 
clear. 

MP for Bury St Edmunds 
Jo Churchill has called a 
meeting to find out more 
about what will happen after 
the court shuts. 

She was set to meet with 
representatives from HM 
Courts and Tribunal Service 
as well as local leaders and 
stakeholders today at Ip¬ 
swich Magistrates’ Court. 

MP for West Suffolk Mat¬ 
thew Hancock, who repre¬ 
sents Haverhill, was not able 
to attend today’s meeting, 
but has been working with 
Mrs Churchill to ensure that 
alternative options are pro-

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vided for his constituents. 

He said: “Jo Churchill and I 
are working closely together 
to ensure there is local ac¬ 
cess to justice. We have al¬ 
ready secured the commit¬ 
ment that the Government 
will look at options for how 
that can be delivered and we 
will keep making the case.” 

Mrs Churchill said she had 
called the meeting to gain 
clarity on the closure so that 
her constituents know what 
the future of local justice will 
look like. 

Once the closure goes 
ahead later this year, Haver¬ 
hill residents will have to 
make a round trip of nearly 
100 miles to Ipswich or more 
than 120 miles to Norwich in 
order to get to court. 

It was announced in Feb¬ 
ruary that Bury St Edmunds 
Magistrates’ Court and Fam¬ 
ily Court, in the town’s Hon¬ 
ey Hill, would be one of 86 
courts across the country to 


close, as part of a plan by the 
Government to save £500m. 

During a consultation pe¬ 
riod on the closure, 132 peo¬ 
ple wrote in, with many rais¬ 
ing concerns about issues 
such as transport and access 
to justice. One suggested us¬ 
ing Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court as an alternative 
court, as it is nearer to many 
West Suffolk residents than 
Ipswich. 

Bury St Edmunds Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court is set to be 
closed as it was only being 
used to 59 per cent of its to¬ 
tal capacity. 

No specific date has been 
announced for the closure, 
but a Government docu¬ 
ment states it will be be¬ 
tween July and September 
this year, meaning that resi¬ 
dents could need alternative 
arrangements for justice as 
soon as next month.

A HAVERHILL woman has 
made national headlines 
after becoming distraught 
over missing her chance to 
meet a moggy superstar. 

Local cat lover Paula 
Rowling was on her honey¬ 
moon in Scarborough when 
she took a trip to Hudders¬ 
field to meet international 
celebrity Lelix, the station 
cat. 

Lelix, the station’s “sen¬ 
ior pest controller” with 
her own hi-vis vest, has 
amassed 63,000 Lacebook 
followers, some as far away 
as Texas and Taiwan. 

But when Paula visited, 
on the last day of her hon¬ 
eymoon, the cat was no¬ 
where to be found - and 
station staff were not par¬ 
ticularly helpful, telling her 
the “senior pest controller” 
was sleeping. 

Paula broke down in tears 
on being told she could not 
see the cat and afterwards 
described herself as “morti¬ 
fied”. 

Now her story has been 
reported in national publi¬ 
cations such as the Mirror 
Online. 

She said: “I told them on

“I went to the enquiries 
desk and they told me she 
was asleep.

The blow, which came at 
the end of a 300-mile round 
trip, hit especially hard as 
Paula had just lost her own 
cat, Molly. 

She continued: “I was dis¬ 
traught. I put a post on he¬ 
lix’s Lacebook page saying I 
understand she’s a cat, but 
they just didn’t seem to care. 

“It was a normal PR re¬ 
sponse, saying ‘we’re just 
trying to keep the trains 
running’. 

“Now other people may 
think twice about going and 
not be disappointed if they 
can’t see the cat.” 

Paula says she will not be 
making another trip to see 


the celebrity cat, adding: “If 
they don’t want people to 
come and visit the cat they 
shouldn’t have gone on the 
news.” 

A spokesperson from 
TransPennine Express, 
which runs Huddersfield 
Station, said: “We’re sorry 
that Paula was unable to see 
Lelix after such a long jour¬ 
ney. As a cat Lelix does sleep 
a lot! 

“Huddersfield is a work¬ 
ing station, and as such our 
staff have a responsibility to 
make sure everything runs 
safely and smoothly, which 
means that they cannot al¬ 
ways make Lelix available 
on request.” 

Lelix has been prowling 
around Huddersfield sta¬ 
tion for five years, but when 
she was made “senior pest 
controller” in Lebruary she 
gained thousands of fans 
worldwide and hit the head¬ 
lines as far away as Hong 
Kong. 

As well as her hi-vis vest, 
she has her own badge as 
well as her own Lacebook 
and Twitter accounts to 
keep in touch with her loyal 
fanbase.

Warm weather 
brings risks 

POLLEN and pollution levels rising 
across the UK meaning people with 
asthma may find their symptoms get 
worse which can significantly increase 
their risk of a potentially fatal asthma 
attack.

PRISON SERVICE 

Assaults rise 
at Highpoint 


THE situation at Highpoint 
Prison, near Haverhill, “could 
become critical” as staff bat¬ 
tle a rise in assaults involv¬ 
ing prisoners and the use of 
drugs, according to a new re¬ 
port. 

The Independent Monitor¬ 
ing Board (IMB) report was 
published on Tuesday, and 
looks at how the prison per¬ 
formed from January to De¬ 
cember, 2015. 

The report says that while 
the prison currently delivers 
“a reasonable and decent re¬ 
gime”, budget cuts and staff 
shortages cause difficulties. 

Prisoner on prisoner as¬ 
saults and fights rose by 32.4 
per cent during the year cov¬ 
ered by the report, while as¬ 
saults on staff increased by 
27.9 per cent and self-harm 
incidents rocketed from 186 
the previous year to 289. 

The report said that a 
change in the prison’s classifi¬ 
cation system had led to more 
members of London gangs 
being locked up there, which 
could account for prisoners

becoming “more volatile and 
difficult to manage”. 

While use of some drugs 
such as herbal marijuana had 
dropped, use of the so-called 
“legal high” spice increased, 
with 1.956kg of the drug 
found in the prison in 2015. 
This was up from 1.634kg in 
2014, and just 72.2gin2013. 

The report said: “The board 
commends all staff involved 
in these finds, but without 
a viable means of testing 
prisoners for usage, it is not 
known just how widespread 
the problem is within High¬ 
point. Reports of prisoners 
suspected of usage and dis¬ 
playing disruptive behaviour 
and/or signs of illness have 
been reported throughout the 
year and have drawn regular¬ 
ly on the resources and ser¬ 
vices of healthcare, the NHS 
ambulance and West Suffolk 
Hospital.” 


It added that there had been 
reports of prisoners coercing 
others to sample a new batch 
of the drug to test its potency 
- a practice described as “very 
worrying”. 

Other aspects of the prison 
were praised, such as refur¬ 
bishment work being done 
on the wings, and a new 
programme called “Amends, 
Pathway to Opportunity” 
which helped prisoners pre¬ 
pare for resettlement in the 
community. 

But in its overall assess¬ 
ment the report said: “The 
board has grave concerns 
that this situation could be¬ 
come critical. With more 
budget cuts, experienced staff 
leaving and a shortage of [op¬ 
erational support staff] things 
could escalate, meaning more 
incidents and even less time 
out of cells for prisoners. This 
situation can only be detri¬ 
mental to the good order and 
discipline of the prison and 
the safety and decency of the 
prisoners in the care of the 
prison service.”

Soldier and RAF fliers to 
be honoured at ceremony

A WOMAN whose husband was 
killed while serving in the British 
Army in Northern Ireland has wel¬ 
comed a ceremony which will re¬ 
member him. 

Sergeant Graham Cox from Haver¬ 
hill was shot by a sniper in October 
1971 while serving in the 1st Queen’s 
Dragoon Guards in Belfast. 

A rededication ceremony for the 
town’s Northern Ireland Memorial 
that bears his name and for the Sec¬ 
ond World War memorial which will 
have the names of two local war he¬ 
roes added to it, will take place on 
Wednesday, June 22. 

Sheila Cox, who had been married 
to Sgt Cox for 11 years when he was 
killed and had three sons with him, 
is set attend the ceremony at 11am 
at Haverhill Cemetery. 

Mrs Cox, who is 74 and lives in 
Haverhill, said: “It seems strange re¬ 
ally, because I have lived in Haverhill 
for 40 years and now all of a sudden 
we are sort of getting recognition. It’s 
really nice that they are doing this.” 

She described Sgt Cox as “a won¬ 
derful father”. 

The names of two men who 
served in the RAF are to be added to 
the Second World War memorial and 
their families will also be attending

the ceremony. 

Sergeant Tom English was a radio 
operator whose plane crashed into 
the sea in December 1939, days be¬ 
fore his planned honeymoon. 

Pilot Officer John Vinter Gurteen, 
of Haverhill’s clothes-manufactur- 
ing family, had his Hurricane shot 
down over London in September 
1940. 

The names are being added af¬ 
ter Haverhill Royal British Legion, 
which discovered the omission in 
November last year, worked with 
the cemeteries officer from St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council and 
the War Memorials Trust. 

Alan Bumpstead, of the Haverhill 
Royal British Legion, said: “Almost 
all the families in Haverhill would 
have servicemen if not in their im¬ 
mediate families then in their an¬ 
cestors, and we are paying respects 
to all of them by remembering those 
who have lost their lives.” 

Members of the public are wel¬ 
come to attend the ceremony, which 
will be followed by a reception. 


Warning after fire 
breaks out in chimney 

A CHIMNEY fire has prompted a fresh 
warning to have chimneys properly 
swept before lighting up. 

The fire broke out on Wednesday, 

June 1, at 6.56pm at a house in 
Common Road, Weston Colville. 

A crew from Linton was mobilised. 
Firefighters used ladders, chimney 
rodding and hose reels to extinguish 
the fire. They returned to station by 
9pm. 

A spokesman for the fire and rescue 
service said the cause of the fire was 
accidental. 

The fire has prompted a warning from 
the fire service to anybody thinking of 
lighting a fire, urging them to make 
sure their chimneys are properly 
swept. 

The spokesman said it was important 
to make sure the chimney was clear of 
excess soot build-up and that it was a 
bad idea to overload fires in a bid to 
build up extra heat. 

The spokesman also said it was not 
advisable to leave a fire burning after 
going to bed, and that a working 
smoke-detector and carbon monoxide 
filter should always be installed.

COMMUNITY 

Park makes bid 
for £1.5m grant 


A COUNTRY park is apply¬ 
ing for £1.5million of lottery 
cash after successfully bid¬ 
ding for nearly £27,000 in 
other grants. 

Clare Castle Country Park 
could see a new cafe and im¬ 
provements to its heritage 
centre in the old railway sta¬ 
tion, so that the platforms 
look like they did when it 
was a working station. 

There are also plans to 
install a model railway in 
the former waiting room to 
demonstrate how it looked 
when trains ran through 
Clare. 

The new board of trustees 
at the country park, which 
took over in March last year, 
has seen success in applying 
for a raft of grants. 

The Tesco Bags of Help 
scheme awarded the coun¬ 
try park £10,000 to clear the 
castle moat, improving both 
the ecology and the views of 
the castle. 

Grants of £3,500 from Suf¬ 
folk County Council and 
£5,000 from Suffolk Com-

munity Foundation will go 
towards equipment for the 
60 or 70 volunteers who help 
maintain the park, includ¬ 
ing a mini tractor. They will 
also help create new signs to 
promote a number of circu¬ 
lar walks that start and end 
in the country park. 

Further grants are set to 
go towards new chairs and 
tables, audio-visual equip¬ 
ment and toilet facilities. 

Chair of the board of trus¬ 
tees, Geoffrey Bray, said: 
“We have got a whole variety 
of things that are suitable 
for grants and we have been 
successful in almost every 
one we have gone for.” 

The trustees are not stop¬ 
ping there. They put in an 
application in March for 
£17,000 in funding for a new 
cafe in the booking hall and 
have just submitted a major 
£1.5million application to 
the Heritage Lottery Fund. 


If the £1.5million fund¬ 
ing was granted, this would 
allow a variety of develop¬ 
ments. 

Mr Bray said the trustees 
would like to see the build¬ 
ings in the country park giv¬ 
en a makeover, with one of 
the older structures turned 
into a “really nice commu¬ 
nity facility”. 

They would also use this 
money to revamp the herit¬ 
age centre in the old station, 
installing a model railway 
and refurbishing the sta¬ 
tion’s platforms. 

Other projects that the 
Heritage Lottery Fund grant 
would allow include spend¬ 
ing £120,000 to take silt out 
of the castle moat. 

The 32-acre park gets 
180,000 visitors a year. To 
find out more, visit www.

FORD'S tiny yet powerful 1.0-litre 
EcoBoost engine has been voted 
best in class at the International 
Engine of the Year Awards for the 
fifth year in a row. Judges praised 
the combination of drivability, 
performance, economy, 
refinement and technology that 
continues to set the standard. 

The frugal three-cylinder 
EcoBoost engine was named "Best 
Engine Under 1.0-litre" by a panel 
of 65 automotive journalists, from 
31 countries, to win its class each 
and every year since launch. 

This year it finished ahead of 32 
competitor engines, 19 more 
than it competed against in 2012. 
Significantly, 2015 also saw an 
increase in competition from 
global automotive manufacturers 
of sub 1.0-litre, turbocharged 
engines with direct fuel injection. 

In 2015, 105,000 Ford vehicles 
were sold with the 1.0-litre 
EcoBoost in the UK alone. 


Brexit fears hit 
price of top cars 


P OTENTIAL buyers of higher 
value used cars appear to be 
holding back until the outcome 
of the EU referendum is known, 
according to the UK's leading 
vehicle data provider, Glass's. 

The company is increasingly 
hearing anecdotal evidence from 
dealers that cars priced over 
£15,000 are struggling to sell - with 
a potential Brexit apparently being 
the cause. 

Rupert Pontin, director of 
valuations, said: "We have been 
tracking data for a while and it 
shows that demand for cars in this 
sector is falling and that they could 
be tricky to sell unless the colour 
and spec were right. Originally, 
we attributed this to oversupply 
and that is undoubtedly part of the 
problem. 

"However, we have started to 
receive anecdotal evidence from 
dealers in recent weeks that the 
oversupply issue is undoubtedly 
being exacerbated by buyers 
adopting a 'wait and see' attitude to

the EU referendum before buying a 
relatively high value car. 

"Our reading of the situation is 
that these buyers are more affluent 
individuals who are concerned 
about the potential financial 
uncertainty that could follow a 
Brexit vote and don't want to 
commit to higher value purchases 
until they know whether we leave 
or stay. 

"Obviously, the effect is not 
uniform across all dealers and some 


will still be doing well in this sector 
but we also know of others who are 
being affected quite badly." 

Rupert said that the market was 
likely to recover quite quickly with 
a remain vote but that the effects 
of a Brexit would most likely be 
widespread uncertainty. 

"In terms of the referendum, 
most of the dealers we talk to 
are adopting a 'better the devil 
you know' attitude. What they 
fear about leaving the EU is that 
they simply don't know what 
the effects will be on the overall 
economy and therefore the used 
car market." 

Rupert added that the current 
used car market sweet spot 
appeared to be well below £15,000, 
with vehicles around the £7,000- 
£8,000 part of the market selling 
rapidly. 

"Cars in this area of the market 
are flying out of auctions at the 
moment, especially if they are in 
a good colour and have a strong 
specification."
